GENERAL ORDINANCE NO, 171. 


An ordinance coiiarmlng and approving a 


certain agreement and contract, made and 
entered into this llth day of April, 1901, 
by and between the City of Fort Wayne, 
through its Board of Public Works and L, 
B, ilcllhenny. 


Whereas, Heretofore, to-wit, on November 


27th, 1900, the Board of Public Works of the 
City of Fort Wayne, State of Indiana, 
on 


und in behalf of the city of Fort Wayne, 
entered into the following agreemene and 
contract, viz.; 


Whereas, Heretofore, to-wit, on the llth 


day of April, UKU, the City of Fort Wayne, 
hy and through its Board of Public Works 
entered Into the following contract 
and 


agreement with L, B, Mcllhenny, viz.: 


This agreement made and entered Into this 


llth day of April, 1901,, by and between 
the City of Fort Wayne, of Alien county, In- 
dUim, (hereinafter called tho city), by and 
through its board of public works, party of 
the first part, and L, B, Molllhenny, party 
of the second part, witnesseth: 


1. That the party of the first part by and 


through its board of public works aforesaid, 
under and by virtue of the powers conferred 
upon it by an act of the General Assembly of 
the State of Indiana, entitled "An act con* 
cerning- the incorporation and government of 
cities having a population of not less than 
thirty-five thousand nor more than forty-nine 
thousand, according to the ITnited States 
census last preceding, and matters connected 
thsraith, 
and 
declaring- an emergency/' 


approved March 0, 1893, does hereby, subject 
to the conditions herein oxprenscd, authorize 
and empower the said party of the second 
part, his successors and assigns, and by the 
term*) of this contract consent, permission 
and authority are by the said city given aud 
grafted unto said party of the second part, 
his successors and assigns, from and after 
the

and

by 
an ordinance of the common 


copnoll of the city, subject to the conditions 
hereinafter prescribed and expressed, to lay 
aud maintain a single track for an interur- 
oau street pasjae^ger, railway- Une, with the 
right to haul light express, mail and passen- 
ger baggage in connection therewith, to De 
operated by electricity or other improved 
power to be approved by said , hoard, with 
a-li proper and convenient turn-outs, switches, 
feed wires and pole* which may lie necessary 
for the successful operation of a street rail- 
way systam in, along and upon the streets 
and avenues of said city, hereafter named 
and described, and to use, maintain and op- 
erate the same, and to charge, demand and 
receive from passengers, rates of fare as 
hereinafter provided, for and in consideration 


sengers upon such car. 
Each of such con- 


ductors shall constantly have in his pos- 
session an ample supply of tickets to be sold 
and delivered to all passengers desiring tho 
same and said party of the second part, may 
charge and be entitled to receive for the 
same the following' rates and,no more: For 
six (6) of such tickets, twenty-five cents 
($.26); for twenty-five of such tickets, one 
dollai ($1,00,) 


3, The said party of the second part, hit 


successors and assigns shall build and main- 
tain at some point along the Une of his 
said railroad within the corporate limits 
of the city a station for 
unloading 
and 


loading express, baggage and mail; that said 
station be so located that the use of it by 
said second party, his successors and as- 
signs will not interfere with the free use 
of the streets and avenues by the public; 
that party of the first part reserves the 
absolute right at all times to fit and pro* 
vide such rules and regulations in the trans- 
fer and unloading of passengers, express, 
baggage and mall from the cars of said 
second party, his successors and assigns as 
are necessary to insure the comfort, safety 
and convenience of the public, 


4. The electric system used in the propul- 


sion of said cars shall be the overhead system 
now in u$e by other companies in the city, 
unless some other system shall be mutually 
agreed upon by. and between the board of 
public works and said second party, his suc- 
cessors and assigns. The entire system used 
by said party of the second part and all the 
means, devices and apparatus used in the 
supply,' application and use of its propelling 
power, in 
all 
respects, which 
shall 
In 


any 
manner 
affect 
or 
endanger 


the 
safety of 
the 
public, 
shall 
at 


all times be' kept open to the inspection of 
and under th* -supervision of the department 
of public safety of said city. 
As often as 


may 'be required hy said department of pub- 
lic safety the said party of the second part 
shall furnish to said department a statement, 
allowing the amount of electro-motive power 
used and the strength of current conveyed or 
used upon iti wires; and said department 
shall at all times have the right to inspect 
and Uit the same, and order and require any 
such changes therein as may be necessary to 
insure as far as possible the safety of the 
public or to prevent ^damage to any property, 
power, in all respects, which shall in 
and all damages to' water pipes caused by 
the connection or opperatlon of said, railway 
must be paid by second party, his successors

that any company or companies so author- 
ized Ly the board of public works and the 
common council to run their cars over the 
tracks of said second party, his successors 
and assigns, shall from and

the cost of maintenance, repairs, taxes and 
assessments of the part so used and occu- 
pied, and also of the cost of removing th.e 
tracks, poles and wires of said second party 
to another part of the streets occupied, if 
ordered to be done by the board of public 
works and common council as hereinafter pro- 
vided, and also a reasonable sum for pro- 
pelling cars, 


Provided, however, that if power is fur* 


nished to auy such company or companies 
by said second party, his successors 
and 


assigns, for a stipulated price, then in that 
case the cost of constructing and maintain- 
ing poles and wires shall not be included 
in the item of rental expenses of said sec- 
ond party, 


And provided, further, that such expenses 


shall not include the annual franchise tax 
collected by said first party, or any other 
expense growing out of auy obligation of 
said second party that relates alone to the 
cars, building of depots or any regulation 
thereof. 


The said city interurbati or suburban rail- 


way companies so authorized to operate 
cars over and along- the tracks of said sec- 
ond party or any part thereof as herein pro- 
vided, shall pay the charges for the use 
thereof as follows: One-half the cost of the 
original construction of such part of the 
road of said second party, his successors 
and assigns, as is authorized to be used, to 
be paid for in cash, such payment to he a 
condition precedent to the taking possession 
of such part of said road, authorized by 
the board of public works and the common 
council. 


Provided, however, that if said second 


party, and the company to which said grant 
is made do not agree to the original cost 
of construction of such part of the road as 
is to bo used, within thirty days from the 
granting of the right to use such part of 
said road, thon such use shall be permitted 
for such au amount as shall be fixed and 
determined as one-half of the original coat 
of the construction of the same, in an ac- 
tion instituted by either of said parties in 
the Allen circuit court of Allen county, In 
the state of Indiana, and pending such con- 
troversy or suit, such city suburban or in- 
terurban company shall have the right to 


of, and subject to the terms, conditions and 
limitations herein prescribed,

euridge to north line of Pearl street, ex- 
tended, 


On Pearl street from west line of Fulton 


street extended to the east Une of Harrison 
street, extended, 


On Harrison street from north line of 


street extended to south line of Co- 


lumbia street, extended. 


On Columbia street from west line of 


Harrison street to west 
Une of 
Calhoun 


Calhoun street. 


The streets and avenues herein named are 


intended to be streets and avenues hereto- 
fore and1 popularly' known by th* names 
heroin mentioned, whether such names are 
in fact the legal designation of such streets 
aud avenues or hot. 


TUe routes and line* of aaid street railway 


so located as aforesaid may be connected 
with suitable curves and switches, aud feed 
wire Hue* may be erected along and route 
or elsewhere, subject iu every case tfo the 
approval of the said board' of public works. 


H is agreed l>y and between parties to 


this contract that,If said party of the sec* 
oud part, hauls''or, transports, or attempts 
to haul or transport upon his said line of 
road within the city limits, property other 
than is herein authorized, without special 
permission Of tho Board of Public Works, 
that he, the second party, forfeits all right, 
title and Interest in and to any rights and 
privileges herein granted, and upon the for- 
feiture having been declared by the com- 
mon council, and the said second party re- 
fuses to vacate the streets occupied, said 
first party shall be authorized to enforce 
such vacation by removing the same at the 
expense of said second party, 


In consideration of the rights and privi- 


leges herein aud hereby granted to the aaid 
party of tho second part, his sucoenors and 
assigns, upon the considerations herein fixed 
and expressed, that the said party of the 
second part agfeos aud binds himself to the 
following conditions, to-wit: 


2, It is agreed by and between the said 


parties that tlie said party of the second 
part, his successors and assigns may charge 
and be entitled to receive a cash fare of five 
cents and no more for each passenger over 
the age of five (5) years riding on said 
cars upon the lines herein described, Any 
person having paid such cash fare of five 
cents shall be entitled to ride to tho end 
of the Une within tho city on the car upon 
which he has taken passage, and also enti- 
tled to a transfer on All the lines 
herein 


granted, That the second party shall accept 
transfer tickets from all city, interurban or 
suburban roads now being operated lit the 
city or may hereafter be authorized to be 
operated in the city upon an equal division 
of tlie fare charged in the city 
of 1'ort

ever, in the opinion of said Board of Publ'i 
Works an emergency arises for the immedi- 
ate repair of any dangerous defect found to 
exist in that part of any streets, alleys, 
avenues or public - places, required by this 
contract to be kept in repair by said party 
of the second part, and the said party of 
the second part have failed on notice lo im- 
mediately repair the same, the said boaiU 
shall cause said repair to be made at once, 
and"if the aaid party of the second part 
shall not promptly pay the bill for the cost 
of such repairs* when made out and pre- 
sented at the office of the said party of the 
second part in said city, then said board 
may draw the amount of such bill from the 
said emergency fund, which fund shall be

part without any delay and kept upto aaid 
amount of one^Jiundred and fifty dollars 
($150,00) aforesaid, 


This prdvision As to an emergency fund Is 


in addition to all other provisions herein 
contained on the subject of repairing streets 
and is not intended to modify or change any 
other provisions or "penalties of this con- 
tract concerning the same, 


6. 
The said party of the second part 


agrees aud binds himself, his successors and 
assigns, to operate the interurban road over 
and along tha streets and avenues herein 
designated in said city In such a manner as 
to vender to the public at all times, first- 
class and sufficient service. 


7, 
That the motive power shall at all 


times be ample and of anaprpoved kind; that 
the cars shall 
be of the 
beat 
and ap- 


proved 
pattern, 
provided 
with 
fend- 


ei's, 
and 
at 
all 
times 
kept 
clean, 


well ventilated, provided with comfortable 
scats for .passengers, and heated with safe 
and convenient appliances whenever tho 
weather is such that the comfort of the pas 
sengers shall require tho same, and lighted 
at night with electricity or with some other 
equally sufficient light; that all such cars 
shall be kept in good repair, and shall at 
all times be painted on the outside and 
decorated on the indue so as to present an 
attractive appearance, and shall be repainted 
and redecorated from time to time as may be 
necessary to maintain such, appearance; that 
cars used in the 'operation of said railroad 
shall "be designated as express and passenger 
cars; that the former are to be Used ex- 
clusively for hauling light express, passenger 
baggage and Vnitod States mail, the latter 
for hauling passengers and baggage,- light 
express and United States mail combined; 
provided* that, trains consisting of more 
than one car shall not be run over said 
franchise in said city—unless two are espe- 
cially authorized by the board of public 
works, upon petition of the party of the sec- 
ond part, his successors and assigns; int*t 
the tracks of said party of the second par', 
shall at all times be kept in repair, provided 
with the most modern pattern of "T" or 
flange raits of sufficient size and weight 
and in such condition that passengers riding 
over the same will suffer no unnecessary 
discomfort or inconvenience • by reason oi 
such track or any part thereof being irreg- 
ular or uneven, or in any wise insufficient, 
and the right is reserved to the board of 
public works of sajd city 
to order 
any 


needed repairs to said tracks or roadbeds, or 
oara or appliances of said party of the sec- 
ond part, and said party of the second part 
agrees to comply* with such order, that flange 
rails shall bo laid and maintained on all 
streets now paved, also all

ties hereto- that. the said- party

executing a bond in such an amount and 
with such security as shall be approved 
by said court, conditioned for the payment 
to said second party, his successors and as- 
signs,, of the' amount determined upon final 
judgment rendered in said court as being 
one-half of the original cost of construc- 
tion of such part of the said road occupied 
and used, including: therein one-half

If any such city interurban or suburban 


railroad company as may be hereafter au-' 
thorlzod as herein provided to use the tracks 
of the railroad of the party of the second 
part, his successors and assigns, shall be 
in default for a peiiod of ninety (90) days 
in making any payment herein provided, 
then their right to use the tracks of the 
party of the second part, their successors 
and assigns, shall cease, 


And. 
provided further, that if said party 


of the second part, his successors and as- 
signs, cannot furnish power to propel the 
cars ot such city interurban or suburban 
roads or they may be unable to agree on 
the reasonable cost of such power, then, 
in that event, the said city interurban or 
suburban lines, so authorized by said board 
of public works and the common council, 
shall have the right to construct and main- 
tain feed and trolley wires on the poles of 
said party of the second part, his successors 
and assigns, in said city of Fort Wayne, and 
tho compensation for the use of the poles 
for the construction"'and maintenance of said 
wires be as hereinbefore provided for the 
Me of the tracks,-, 


TUo party of the first part reserves t *e 


right to require the said party of the second 
part, his successors and assigns, to remove 
their said track* to any part of said streets 
or avenues hereinbefore mentioned without 
any expense of -said first party, and if upon 
written notice by said first party to said sec- 
ond party, his successors and assigns, to 
make such changes, a refusal to do so shall 
authorize tho work to be done by said first 
party and the cost of making the removal 
shall be paid by said party of tlie second 
part, hu ftucceswors and assigns, to the city 
on demand, and the collection thereof en- 
forced as any other valid debt, and attorney 
fees,

It ia further agreed that,the inside 


distance between the rails shall not exceed

way shall be iron on all streets and avenues 
herein mentioned from Calhoun street to 
city limits on Richardsville avenue, 
In 


case the. said, pfirty of the second part, his 
guccofcBCrs and assigns should fall to con,- 
ply with any of the foregoing agreements 
and stipulations 
concerning 
tho 
motive 


power, kind of cars to be used, or painting, 
decorating, heating, lighting, rails or road- 
bed, 
or any other 
stipulation 
contained 


herein' concerning the operation, mainten- 
ance • or construction of their line Of said 
railway, and the board of public works shall 
by written notice served on any one of said 
parties of the second, part, or upon their 
successors and assigns (If service shall be 
made upon a corporation, such notice shall 
be served upon an officer of the same), re- 
quire compliance with any such stipulation 
within a reasonable time therein fixed, and 
said 
second party, 
his 
successors and 


assigns, shall continue to fail and refuse 
After any such period so fixed, to comply 
uith any such provisions, then said second 
party, his successors and assigns shall for- 
feit to the city the sum 
of ten 
dollars 


($10,00) for each and ovory day that It shall 
continue to violate ant such provision or 
stipulation, which sum may be collected in 
a suit on the bond hereinafter required to 
be #lven by said party of the second part, 
ttr otherwise, as said board of public works 
may elect; provided that nothiitg.i 
herein shall be construed as, an .attempt 


of the common council of ssid city to enact 
reasonable ordinances providing for 
tne 


safety, comfort and convenience of the pub- 
lic traveling on lines of street railway in 
said city, Also providing reasonable penal- 
lies for the violation thereof, 


10, In further consideration of the grant 


herein and hereby made, and in part pay* 
ment therefor, the said party of the second 
part, his successors and assigns agrees and 
binds himself to pay to the city of Fort 
Wayne, party of the first part, .the foilow- 
ing'amount annually, during the life of this 
contract: 
Without compensation for the 


fir*t five 3ears; two hundred and fifty dol- 
lars ($250.00) annually for the second five 
years, aud for the remainder of the term 
five hundred .dollars ($500,00) per year, 


11, It is agreed by and between the par- 


ties hereto that one of the principal con- 
siderations for the »rant is the promise, 
agreement and undertaking of the party 
of the second1 «part, his successors and as- 
signs, to Iniild an interurban railway-line 
from the city of Fort Wayne, Indiana, to 
the city of Decatur, Indiana, and that all 
rights and privileges grantee* herein, by saiti 
party of the first part to party of the sec- 
ond part, his successors and assigns, shall 
forfeit, terminate and this contract become 
null and void if the party of the second 
part, his successors aud ass'^ns shall not 
have constructed and in operation siuii 
railroad from Fort Wayne to said city of 
Decatur on the first day of April, 1902, 
unless on accoust of acts of Providence, litt* 
gation or from unavoidable delay, in which 
event the board of public works of said city 
may grant a reasonable extension of time, 
"provided that the same is approved by the 
common council,"

The said party of the second part 


further agrees and binds himself, his suc- 
cessors and assigns to keep and hold said 
city free and harmle$s from all liability iV 
any and all damages that may accrue to ' 
any person or persons on account of iiijury 
to either person or property, growing out 
of the construction, improvement, mainten- 
ance and operation of second party's cars 
and railway system under this contract, and 
in case suit shall be filed against said city, 
either independently or jointly with uiid 
party of the second part, on account thereof, 
said party of the second part upon notice to 
him by said city, will defend

judgment boing obtained either indepen- 
dently or jointly with said party of the 
second part, on account of the acts of Mis

13, All poles, wires and fixtures used in 


and about said stfset railway plant over and 
along xhe streets and avenues herein men- 
tioned shall be so placed and maintained by 
the said party of the second paU, his succes- 
sors and assigns, as not to interfere with the 
reasonable and proper" use of the streecs and 
avenues, and shall be subject to the

ters so as to permit the free and uninter- 
rupted flow of water in and along said gut- 
ters, 


The tracks and rails shall conform with 


the grade of the streets ^as now established 
or as may hereafter be established by ths 
said city, and subject at all times to be 
taken up and relaid by the party of the 
second part, his successors and assigns, at 
his expense whenever necessary for the pur 
pose of regrading or paving or repairing saul 
streets, constructing sewers, laying ,or re- 
pairing of water or gas pipes or any other 
public anpiovement. 
In case said rails or 


tracks shall not conform to the grade of th 
street .us above provided, and tho board of 
public works shall notify the said party of 
the second part thereof, 
and

THE OBIOIH OF THE SLAVS. 


There has been considerable diver- 


sity of opinion concerning- the ethnic 
affinities of the Slavs, and £aborows- 
ki returns to »t'he subject in a recent 
number of the Bulletins et Memolres 
cle la Societe d'An-thropolog-ie, says 
Nature. 
His view is that the Slavs 


belong- to the same race as the Celts 
of French anthropologists, that is, 
being brunet brac'hycephais>, they aiv 
members of the Alpine race. 
Their 


original home was fh>at which is still 
occupied by the Soxithem Slavs be- 
tween the Danube and Adriatic, ami 
they were allied to the iniiahitaius 
of the 
Terramaira 
of Emilia. The 


Northern Slavs migrated along1 +Jie 
valley of the Vistula and reached the 
shores of the Baltic, where they de- 
veloped a civilization and introduced 
in this region the practice of burning 
their dead, which was previously un- 
known there; they also brought witu 
them metal& and glass. Wherever 
the Slavs migrated they introduced 
the custom of in'cihieration, *and car- 
ried with them the 
characteristic 


metal head rings the ends of which 
terminated in sigunoid curves. 
The 


settlemenet of Veenede, on the Baltic, 
dates back to the fourth century 
B. C. 
Th& Baltic Slavs were pro- 


fourid'ly affected 'by the expansion of 
the Germ-ans, afoout the beginning of 
our era, but apparently not until the 
eighth century A, IX did Slavs colo- 
nize Northern -Hussd'a*

Evausvllle, Ind., April 10.—Indi- 


ana miners who started during the 
night for the coal fields of western 
Kentucky, where, it was stated, they 
would use every effort to induce the 
miners to go on strike, were met at 
Sebree, Ky., near which town they 
anded after crossing the Ohio river, 
by a sheriff's posse. The sheriff had 
armed himself with warrants for the 
leaders of the Indiana delegation. 
He halted the crowd, read to them the 
Kentucky intimidation law and or- 
dered them back to their boat. 


After a short conference the Indi- 


ana leaders decided to obey rather 
than precipitate a fight, and marched 
their followers back to the landing, 
three miles distant. 


There was much excitement at Se- 


bree during the night in anticipa- 
tion of a bloody fig-lit and the entire 
population, witnessed the 
miners' 


every movement.

London, April 19. — Taken as a 


whole the comments of the country 
n the proposals of the chancellor of 
the exchequer in the budget state- 
ment .presented ycstrday, can. not be 
regarded as unfavorable. The out- 
standing feature of the public's re- 
ception of the budget is the outcry 
from the coal districts, and, in a 
lesser degree, from the business af- 
fected by the sugar tax.
